chants operating on this thoroughfare 
He pointed out that street car traffic 
was essentially through traffic while 
automobile traffic was not, and per- 
sons travelling by the latter means 
would be more apt to make purchases 
en route 

Mr. McVeigh doubted that the city 
had any legal right to discontinue 
Street car service on this street. 

Mr. Heath charged that the pro- 
posed change was for the accommo- 
dation of the C.N.R. rather than the 
citizens who paid for the street rail- 
Way system. He thought that the 
eventual plan would be to construct 
a belt system via 104 avenue and 101 
street. Mr. Heath raised a number of 
other points and Ald. Herb. Baker 
asked Mr. Cunningham to answer 
them. 

Will Not Argue 

‘I do not propose to argue on the 
matter at all,” stated Mr. Cunning-
